Cabot, one of Boston's furcmost physi- 
cians and surgeons, and a fellow of th^ 
Harvard corporation, 
died 
late 
last 


night at his home in this city from the 
effects of an illness extending over 
several months. 
He was 01 years of 


age.Last July Dr. Cabot underwent a se- 
rious intestinal operation at tho Corey 
Hill hospital in Brookline. after which 
he was taken to his summer home at 
Canton in the hope that the country air 
would improve his health. He seemed 
to gain somewhat there during tile 
summer, but grew worse when colder 
weather set In. About two months ago 
he was brought back to Boston, owing 
to difficulty experienced in heating th-j 
Canton hohie satisfactorily. Only a 
short time before the operation last 
July he liari atitnded the Harvard com- 
mencement day exercises, and then ap- 
peared to be in excellent health. 
Dr Cabot was born in Boston, Jan 


5 1852 and attended Harvard, where 
lie received thc degrees of bachelor of 
arts master of arts and doctor of medi- 
cine

The Idea that fruits should be eat- 


en "In their season" causes limitations 
as regards variety in temperate zones 
at certain periods.of the year.- There 
Is, however, one fruit which is usually 
available in American markets at 
nearly all seasons. 
That is tho ba- 


- nana. It is unfortunate that an article 
of diet which meets so many nutritive 
requirements and is so easily obtain- 
able should be the subject - of much 
misunderstanding among both physi- 
cians and laymen. 
The banana is 


shipped irom tropical or semi-tropical 
regions In a green, um-ipc state. Tl;e 
color o£ the peel gives evidence of the 
degree of ripeness. 
The green ba- 


nana contains, exclusive of the skin, 
about 1 per cent, of protein and 20 


. to 25 per cent, of carbohydrate, almost" 


entirely starch. 


In the ripe 
banana 
with yellow 


brown peel the edible part contains 
somewhat less (1C to 19 per cent.) of 
carbohydrate, but that which remains 
is now almost entirely in the form of 
soluble 
sugura. 
Broadly 
Kpuaking, 
then, the rips banana is about one- 
fifth sugar; the green, one-fifth starch. 
Most of the remainder of the edible 
pulp is water. 
Intermediate degrees 


ot ripeness present starch and sugar in 
reciprocal 
proportions varying 
be- 


uveen the limits set above. 
Ina'siuuch as bananas, are common- 


ly eaten uncooked, it is obvious that 
more or less raw starch will be ingest- 
ed if the fruit is not ripe,—i. e., If 
the skin has not begun to shrivel and 
darken. Raw starch may be singularly 
.Irritating to the alimentary tract of 
man and at best, is poorly utilized, 
whether it be ingested in the form 
of uncooked potatoes, chestnuts, ba- 
nanas or other starchy food. No one 
would • eat uncooked 
potatoes, 
yet 


many people eschew a thoroughly ripe j 
banana in the belief that this whole- ' 
some fruit is "rotten" when the skin 
becomes darkened, whereas they eag- 
erly eat the yellow-green starch bear- 
ing fruit at a stage of incomplete ripe- 
ness. 
"Green" bananas, like "green" 
apples, are unwholesome so long ns 
the starch 1ms not been converted into 
sugars in the ripening process. But 
the delicious and . innocuous ripe ba- 
nana should not be made to suffer in 
Us cUuietic reputation because of 
the 
ignorance of the consumer. Here is a 
chance for popular 'education, says the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation In a recent editorial. 


Experience shows that tho thor- 


oughly ripe banana (or the less ripe 
fruit, after cooking) is undeserving of 
thu unfavorable reputation which it 
lias won in certain quarters. It forms 
a useful addition to the dietary, rich- 
er in nutriment and far more de- 
licious than some of Its more ex- 
pensive .competitors.
